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PROFESSOR  PHILIP  RIEFF  IS  SECOND 
PRESIDENT'S  LECTURER 

Will  Give  Two  Lectures  in  1986-7  Academic  Year

The  second  President's  Lecturer  at 
St.  Michael's  is  a  commanding  figure 
in  the  world  of  modern  social  theory, 
better  known  inside  the  academy  than 
to  the  public  at  large.  His  critique  of 
modernity,  however,  is  of  fundamen- 
tal importance  to  all  who  are  con- 
cerned with  the  role  and  prestige  of 
religion  in  om  day.  He  is  one  of  the 
select  few  among  theorists  of  modern 
culture  to  cominand  the  attention 
accorded  to  Lionel  Trilling,  Hannah 
Arendt  or  David  Riesman,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  succeed  in  challenging 
the  premises  of  that  culture  at  the  very 
foundation. 

Philip  Rieff  is  a  l^niversity  Profes- 
sor of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  Benjamin  Franklin  Professor  of 
Sociology  there.  He  is  an  international 
figme,  lecturing  regularly  in  places  as 
far-flung  as  Istanbul,  Melbourne  and 
Brasilia,  as  well  as  in  Europe  and 
America.  He  is  a  frequent  contributor 
to  such  journals  as  The  Atlantic, 
Harper's,  Commentary,  Encounter, 
Partisan  Rei'iew  and  The  Kenyon 
Rei'ieu'.  as  well  as  the  technical  jour- 
nals of  the  history'  of  ideas,  sociology 
and  religion. 

In  1985  he  was  William  R.  Keenan 
Distinguished  Professor  at  the  College 
of  William  and  Mary,  and  he  has 
recently  held  the  posts  of  Terry  Lec- 
turer at  Yale  University  and  Aquinas 
Professor  at  Duquesne  (and  at  Drew 
University).  Earlier,  he  was  a  Fellow  of 
the  Centre  for  the  Study  of  Democratic 
Institutions  at  Santa  Barbara,  Califor- 
nia, and  of  the  Center  for  Advanced 
Study  in  the  Behavioural  Sciences  at 
Palo  Alto.  He  was  Founding  Editor  of 
Daedalus,  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  has 
been  an  Associate  Editor  of  ihe  Ameri- 
can Sociological  Reznew,  and  Chief 
Cxjnsultant  to  the  planning  depart- 
ment of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  (New  York). 


Despite  his  eminence  in  the  world  of 
sociology ,  Rieff  is  in  many  ways  a  soli- 
tars-  figure  among  his  professional  col- 
leagues.  It  is  his  particular 
achievement  to  have  worked  from  the 
legacy  of  the  figures  of  modern  social 
theory  —  from  Saint  Simon,  Durk- 
heim  and  Weber  onwards  —  and  to 
have  applied  what  Philip  Toynbee  has 
called  his  "cunning"  to  the  heritage  of 
Freud  and  the  psychoanalytic  school. 
He  inuoduced  into  common  parlance 
the  term  "the  therapeutic  man",  and 
has  vexed  the  sociological  establish- 
ment as  much  as  he  has  challenged  the 
prestige  of  psychiatry  as  the  new  pri- 
estly science  of  the  secular. 

His  book.  The  Triumph  of  the  The- 
rapeutic: Uses  of  Faith  after  Freud, 
from  which  the  term  "therapeutic 
man"  was  taken,  was  described  in  The 
American  Scholar  as  a  "prophetic" 
work.  It  followed  on  his  famous,  pio- 
neering study,  Freud:  The  Mind  of  the 
Moralist,  and  was  in  turn  succeeded  by 
Fellow  Teachers  Of  Culture  and  Its 
Second  Death.  The  first  two  books  are 
presently  in  their  third  edition,  the 
last,  in  its  second. 

Rieff's  theoretical  work  is  firmly 
grounded  on  a  commanding  knowl- 
edge of  the  magisterial  texts  of  our 
time.  He  has  edited  Freud's  Collected 
Papers,  and  Harnack's  Outlines  of  the 
History  of  Dogma,  along  with  the 
seminal  works  of  Charles  Horton  Coo- 
ley.  He  will  shortly  publish  a  two- 
volume  study  on  the  place  of  the  sacred 
in  modern  culture,  and  his  St. 
Michael's  lectures  will  be  a  prologue 
to  and  preview  of  what  will  undoubt- 
edly be  one  of  the  major  intellectual 
events  of  the  decade.

This  makes  the  Prin- 
cipal's job  more  bearable,  and  enables 
him  to  strengthen  the  College  in  areas 
central  to  her  iradiiions. 

As  you  may  know,  since  the  inid- 
70's,  the  Uni\crsity  of  Toronto  funds 
the  salaries  and  benefits  of  nearly  all  of 
the  College  teaching  staff.  What  the 
■'nearly  all"  does  not  cover  is  precisely 
that  group  of  professors  assigned  to 
our  new,  college-based  academic  pro- 


gi.munes.  The  bidk  of  their  academic 
salaries  comes  from  you  and  has  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  have  Dr.  Janine 
Langan  as  Director  of  our  pro- 
giamme  in  Christianity  and  Culture, 
Dr.  .\nn  Dooley  in  Celtic  Studies,  and 
Dr.  Bob  Barringer,  C.S.B.,  in  Chris- 
tianity and  Culture  and  Religious 
.Studies. 

In  addilioii,  the  .Vcademic  Initia- 
ii\es  Fund  has  enabled  me  to  fund  a 
Writing  Lab  for  our  students  and  to 
hire  two  of  our  senior  computer 
science  students  to  provide  supervi- 
sory and  maintenance  services  to  our 
ne\er-closed  computing  facilities  for 
students. 

The  Fund  also  enables  the  Princ  ipal 


to  respond  to  recjuests  from  staff  to 
enable  some  gifted  scholar  from 
abroad  (already  in  (Canada)  to  lecture 
to  our  students  (at  an  average  cost  of 
alxiut  $150).  I  am  also  able  through 
this  Fund  to  assist  the  editors  of  the 
College  Yearlx>ok,  Wiridrose.  serving 
each  year  the  latest  crop  of  gradiaates 
and  the  newest  group  of  alumni. 

In  short,  the  Academic  Initiatives 
Fund,  which  for  1986  amounts  to  some 
$175,000  of  your  total  Varsity  Fund 
may  seem  like  peanuts  in  a  college 
budget  of  over  six  million  dollars  but 
it  represents  the  only  flexibility  and 
discretionary  use  of  funds  the  Princi- 
pal can  exercise.  Thank  you.

GREGORY  BAUM  LEAVES  ST.  MICHAEL'S

It  is  with  considerable  regret  but 
with  tremendous  appreciation  for 
more  than  two  decades  of  outstanding 
service  to  St.  Michael's,  that  I  note  the 
departure  of  Professor  Gregory  Baum. 
He  leaves  this  summer  for  Montreal 
and  a  new  appointment  at  McGill 
University,  whose  policy  allows  dis- 
tinguished professors  to  teach  until 
age  71,  unlike  the  University  of 
Toronto's  policy  of  mandatory  retire- 
ment at  age  65.

On  Wednesday.  Febiuan  25.  1987, 
St.  Michael's  College  will  welcome 
Joseph  Cardinal  Bernardin.  .Archbi- 
shop of  Chicago,  who  will  deliver  the 
eighth  annual  John  M.  Kelly  Lecture 
in  Theology.  He  has  chosen  as  his 
topic.    "Roman    Catholicism    in    the 


Third  Millenimn:  Prospectus  for 
Unity." 

Prior  to  his  pastoral  assignments  as 
,\rchbishop  of  Cancinnati  and  then  of 
Chicago,  Cardinal  Bernardin  served  in 
administrative  positions.  He  was  gen- 
eral secretar^■  of  the  National  Confer- 
ence of  U.S.  Catholic  Bishops  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  then  went  to 
Rome  where  he  was  one  of  a  group 
which  supervised  the  international 
bishops'  synods.  Serving  with  him  in 
Rome  was  Karol  Cardinal  Wojtyla, 
now  Pope  John  Paul  II. 

Cardinal  Bernardin  is  seen  as  an 
adiTiinistrator  but  most  notably  as  a 
diplomat  who  is  loyal  to  church  policy 
w'hile  being  willing  to  listen  to  those 
with  more  Hberal  \iews  of  the  Church. 
He  has  been  called  a   "model  post- 


\'atican  II  bishop"  for  the.se  twin  qual- 
ities of  loyalty  and  receptivity.  His 
topic  acknowledges  that  the  post- 
Vatican  II  church  needs  to  formulate 
new  w'ays  of  listening  and  acting  while 
remembering  the  two  millenia  of 
Catholic  tradition.  He  was  the  chair- 
man of  the  American  bishops'  com- 
mittee which  wrote  the  pastoral  on 
peace,  published  in  November,  1982. 
He  w-ill  speak  to  this  process  of  consul- 
tation with  laity  and  clergy,  and  revi- 
sion in  his  Februars'  talk.  This  process 
is  being,  used  now  by  the  Canadian 
Bishops'  Conference  in  its  dealings 
with  the  Canadian  Catholic  popula- 
tion and  with  the  go\ernment.

Mr,  Justice  Arthur  Kelly  2T0 
1900  —  1986 


One  of  St.  Michael's  most  eminent 
and  loyal  .\lumni  died  in  his  Toronto 
home  on  May  31,  1986.  A  graduate  of 
1920,  Justice  Kelly  was  called  to  the 
bar  in  1923.  He  ser\ed  as  president  of 
the  Canadian  Bar  .Association  and  was 
appointed  to  the  Ontario  Supreme 
Court  .\ppeals  Division.  His  work  on 
various  special  commissions  had  far- 
reaching  effects,  especially  his  report 
on  Windfall  Oil  and  Mines. 

He  was  instrumental  in  drafting  the 
legislation  that  created  the  Metropoli- 
tan Toronto  Separate  School  Board 
and  w-as  the  first  Chairman  of  the 
.\ddiction  Research  Foundation  and 
also  the  Ontario  Mental  Health  Foun- 
dation. His  public  service  included  an 
appointment  to  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors of  the  University  of  Toronto:  he 
received  an  honourary  Doctor  of  Laws 
from  the  U  of  T. 

He  was  deeply  devoted  to  his  family 
and  his  Church,  and  many  at  St. 
Michael's  can  testify  to  Justice  Kelly's 
strong  support  of  the  College  over  the 
years.  His  generosity  included  giving 
of  his  time  and  great  talent  as  advisor 
in  legal  and  other  matters:  his  help 
was  essential  in  drawing  up  An  Act

Respecting  St.  Michael's  which  was 
passed  in  the  Ontario  Legislature  in 
1958.  granting  St.  Michael's  the  pow- 
ers it  has  today. 

The  funeral  Mass  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion was  celebrated  in  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  parish  where  Justice  Kelly 
had  worshipped  with  his  family  for

On  January'  25,  1986  Sr.  St.  John 
O'Malley.  C.S.J. .  died  in  the  St. 
Joseph's  Sisters  infinnaiT  at  Morrow 
Park. 

.\fter  graduating  from  St.  Michael's 
in  1921,  she  began  her  teaching  career 
at  the  College  in  1922  as  a  lecturer  in 
Latin  and  for  over  forty  years  was 
ie\ered  and  respected  by  students  and 
colleagues  as  an  excellent  teacher.  In 
the  tradition  of  the  S'sters  of  St. 
Joseph,  she  was  justly  demanding  in 
the  classioom.  but  believed  teaching 
invohed  much  more  than  the  transfer 
of  academic  knoAvledge.  She  set  high 
scholastic  standards  for  herself  and  her 
students,  and  was  present  to  them  as  a 
counsellor,  a  friend  and  an  example  of 
a  wise  and  \aliant  Christian  woman 
who    ga\e    brilliant    witness    to    the 


Church's  involvement  in  the  intellec- 
tual life  and  higher  education.  Her 
concern  for  extension  students  became 
legendaiT  and  for  five  years  after 
becoming  Professor  Emeritus  she  con- 
tinued to  teach  extension  courses. 
VVoodsworth  College  established  a 
scholarship  in  her  honour  to  acknowl- 
edge that  concern. 

In  1981  Sr.  St.  John  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred 
Letters  from  the  University  of  St. 
Michael's  College.  As  teacher,  confi- 
dante and  guide,  as  Dean  of  St. 
Joseph's  Colleg-e  for  eleven  years,  as  a 
faithful  Christian  and  as  a  Sister  of  St. 
Joseph,  Sr.  St.  John  O'Malley  repres- 
ented in  an  extraordinarv  way  the  tra- 
ditions and  values  of  St.  Michael's.

Students  and  other  friends  of  Sr.  St. 
John  0'Malle\  have  expressed  a  desire 
to  honour  her  memory.  In  response  to 
this  request,  her  family  and  St. 
Michael's  College  have,  as  a  fitting 
way  to  foster  the  ideals  and  traditions 
she  cherished,  established  a  scholar- 
sliip  fund  to  assist  students  in  the  new 
SMC  Christianity  and  Culture  Pro- 
gramme. This  interdisciplinary 
course  of  studies  explores  the  interac- 
tion of  Christianity  and  culture 
through  the  centuries  and  pro\ides  the 
students  with  an  opportunity  for 
direct  involvement  in  that  interaction 


between  Christianity  and  contempor- 
ary culture.

He  will,  however,  be 
missed  by  all  who  knew  him  because 
of  his  priestly,  forthright  concern  for 
them  and  their  spiritual  welfare.  The 
people  of  Holy  Rosary  will  feel  his 
absence  most  acutely;  for  over  thirty  of 
his  sixty-three  priestly  years  he  served 
thein  as  pastor  and  inember  of  the  par- 
ish staff.

THE  PRINCIPAL'S  MEDAL 

1986 

The  1986  Principal's  Medal,  estabhshed 
by  the  family  of  former  Principal  L.E. 
Lynch  3T6,  was  awarded  to  John  Cyrus 
Canning,  a  Classics  major  who  came  to  .St. 
Michael's  from  Fordham  Prep  High 
School  in  New  York  City.  Si.  Michael's  Cxil- 
lege  has  been  the  richer  for  his  mulii- 
faceted  personality. 

John  maintained  a  solid  'B'  average, 
which  is  almost  astonishing  when  one 
thinks  of  the  time  and  energy  he  gave  to  the 
extra-curricular  life  of  the  College  and  Uni- 
versity. In  his  second  year  he  was  President 
of  the  St.  Michael's  Cxillege  Student  Union 
and  ran  a  close  second  for  the  1985-86  pre- 
sidency' of  the  U  of  T's  Students'  .Adminis- 
trative Council,  on  whose  committees  he 
often  served.  He  was  cenual  to  University 
and  College  politics,  SMC  residence  Hfe, 
Hart  House  (Secretary  of  the  Debates 
Society  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Ste- 
wards); he  was  active  in  the  Sunday  Univer- 
sity Mass  and  St.  Basil's  parish  liturgies. 

An  indication  of  his  impact  on  the  entire 
campus  was  the  overflow  crowd  that  partic- 
ipated in  the  "John  Canning  laugh  alike 
Contest"  held  this  winter  in  Brennan 
Lounge.  Outgoing,  outspoken,  generous 
and  involved,  John  Canning  has  earned 
this  award.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  law 
studies  at  St.  John's  I'niversity  on  Long 
Island.
